American Cotton Crop 
Reduced 10 Per Cent 


Alabama followed the general 
trend of the American cotton-grow- 
ers this year in reducing its cot- 
ton acreage 10 per cent, which 
was the same as the reduction for 
the United States, reports F. W. 
Gist, State and Federal statistician 
of the Department of Agriculture. 

The acreage in cultivation on 
the first day of July in the United 
States was 41,491,000, compared 
with 46,078,000 growing on the 
same date last year, With a few 
exceptions the 10 per cent reduc- 
tion prevailed throughout the cot- 
ton belt. The most notable differ- 
ences were 17 per cent reduction 
in Oklahoma, 18 per cent in North 
Carolina and 12 per cent in Geor- 
gia. Texas and Arkansas reduced 
their acreage 8 per cent, while Mis- 
sissippi left off only 6 per cent. 
Among the smaller States Virginia 
and California each reduced 25 
per cent, while Florida planted the 
same acreage 9.8 per cent, those 
east of the river leaving off 10.4 
per cent of last year’s acreage. 

Alabama on the 1st day of July 
had 3,410,000 acres growing to 
cotton, compared with 38,789,000 
acres last July. The various sec- 
tions of this State seem not to have 
followed uniform trends in reduc- 
ing their cotton acreage. The north- 
west section reduced 5 per cent, 
the Tennessee Valley 8 per cent, 
the Mineral section 12 per cent, 
the northeast section 13 per cent, 
the western part of the Black Belt 
5 per cent, the eastern part of the 
Black Belt 12 per cent, the Pied- 
mont 18 per cent, the southwest 5 
per cent, the south central 12 per 
cent and the southeast 14 per cent. 
The trend in reduction did not 
seem to follow any uniform rea- 
sons, since some sections making 
the best crops last year gave the 
heaviest reduction. While the re- 
duction was lightest in some of the 
poorest yielding areas of last 
season.

Price Of Cotton Now 
Where It Was In 1831 


(By L. O. Brackeen) 

Cotton prices are about the same 
as they were 100 years ago. 

During the first six months of 
this year middling cotton in Mont- 
gomery ranged from 7.40 to 10.20 
cents a pound with the average 
about nine cents, according to the 
market and radio division of the 
Alabama Department of Agricul- 
ture and Industries, which reports 
that at the 10 desiginated spot 
markets middling cotton averaged 
a few points higher than at Mont- 
gomery. 

According to the United States 
Bureau of Census upland cotton 
prices in 1831, 100 years ago, av- 
eraged 9.4 cents a pound. This is 
not far off the average price at 
the 10 spot markets during the first 
six months of this year. 

Statistics by the Census Bureau 
also show that in 1930 average 
price of upland cotton was 9.5 
cents a pound compared with the 
average of 9.7 cents in 1830. This 
shows that 100 years ago cotton 
averaged .2 cents.a pound higher 
than it did last year. 

Glancing over the average price 
of upland cotton during the past 
100 years it was observed that the 
high average was in 1868 when 
cotton averaged 101.5 cents a 
pound. The lowest average for 
any year was in 1898 when cot- 
ton averaged 4.9 cents a pound.

I have from authoritative soure- 
es that the road from Elba to Sam- 
son will be completed and the road 
from Samson to Stephen's ferry 
bridge will be graded and complet- 
ed all within the next eighteen 
months. T have been authorized 
to make this statement, which is 
very gratifying to me and T know 
to the general public. This con- 
necting link as you know will 
throw an enormous amount of traf- 
fic through our great city, from the 
fact that the tourist can reach the 
gulf by the way of Samson saving 
approximately forty miles.

SNATCHED FROM DEATH 

Barring miracles, the rescue of 
William Dugan of | Philadelphia 
from the embrace of death after 
being “drowned”? and unconscious 
for nine hours marks the world’s 
record for literally raising the dead 

As recorded by the press, Dugan 
passed through all the stages of 
physical death from drowning, and 
“when taken from the water his 
body was blue and chilled, his 
heart had ceased beating,his pulse 
was still and there was no sign 
of life.” 

Heroic efforts by ddctors, how- 
ever, finally revived him after nine 
long hours of seemingly useless 
labor. When consciousness return- 
ed Dugan quickly revived and de- 
seribed the sensations experienced 
as “a peaceful, dreamless sleep; 
a placid oblivion, devoid of disturh- 
ances.” 

This incident arouses many per- 
tinent speculations. ‘To all intents 
and purposes, Dugan was physi- 
cally dead for several hours. With- 
out the persistent efforts of his 
rescuers he would have remained 
dead. If his only sensations were 
those of a “peaceful, dreamless 
sleep,’ would there have been an 


awakening to the pains or pleas- 
ures of a future state? Or 18 
oblivion, after all, the end of those 
who pass on. Does what is called 
the soul, or spirit, pass immediate- 
ly_at death to its reward or pun- 
ishment, or does it hold itself in 
a state of suspended animation 
awaiting the time when all human 
efforts for a revival of life are defi- 
nitely exhausted? Or is the idea 
of a future state only a delusion? 

Every person may supply the an- 
swers according to his own beliefs. 
But who really knows the correct 
answer?

COTTON WEEK RESULTS 


Observance of special weeks in 
the interest of movements for this 
and that seldom produces results 
that are readily tangible, but © 
notable exception to the rule i 
seen in what has followed Cotton 
Week, June 1 to 6, sponsored by 
the Cotton Textile Institute. 

A check-up of results, reported 
by a business magazine, shows a 
remarkable stimulation of sales of 
cotton goods during June and July. 
One chain of stores reported in- 
creased cotton sales over the same 
period of last year running from 
55 to 300 per cent. A large num- 
ber of stores in various parts of 
the country showed increases rang-

Cottonseed Meal 
As Feed Endorsed 


By making full use of cotton- 
seed meal as a feed for work ani- 
mals, based upon scientific research 
work, Alabama farmers#can effect 
a big increase in consumption of a 
crop which they produce and also 
reduce their cost of feeding. 

The above statement was made 
by Director L. N. Duncan of the 
Extension Service of the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute after a sturdy 
of experiments in feeding cotton- 
seed meal to dairy cattle, beef 
cattle, work animals, hogs, and 
sheep. “Cottonseed meal,” he said, 
should form a part of the ration 
of each of these groups of farm 
animals.” 

For many years cottonseed meal 
has been fed to dairy cows and 
beef cattle. A‘few farmers have 
fed it to work animals but the 
number is almost negligible com- 
pared to the opportunity. It is a 
good feed for horses and mules 
and it is cheap. 

Recent experiments have shown 
that limited amounts of cottonseed 
meal can well be included in the 
ration for hogs. Feeding it to 
sheep is an old practice. 

‘We need to feed more cotton- 
seed meal,” continued Director 
Dunean. “This is especially true 
of Alabama and other cotton-pro- 
ducing states where cottonseed 
meal is produced and where, on 
the other hand, much feed that was 
produced in other states is con- 
sumed, 

“Of course it should not be done 
blindly. Recommendations of ex- 
periment stations should be fol- 
lowed. County agents are ac- 
quainted with these recommenda- 
tions. By applying them, rations 
for animals will be improved and 
costs reduced. It is an unusual 
opportunity.” 

Electric power production in the 
United States during May of 1931 
was 314 per cent below May of a 
year ago. During the year 1930 
the electric light and power in- 
dustry spent more on construction 
than in any previous year. 


40 Per Cent More Sweet 
Potatoes Are Planted 


Alabama sweet potato acreage 
was increased by 40 per cent this 
yeur compared with 1930, giving 
a total of 104,000 against 74,000 
lust year, reports F. W. Gist, agri- 
cultural statistician for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, 

The condition on July 1 was 60 
per cent, indicating a production 
of $8,820,000 bushels, compared 
with 6,290,000 last season. “If 
this prospect continues there will 
be a problem of marketing a con- 
siderable surplus, or feeding to 
hogs,’ Gist said. 


Alabama Has The Largest 
Corn Acreage In Years 


corn this year was 3,091,000, com- 
pared with 2,810,000 last year, 
which is the largest acreage plant- 
ed to corn in a number of years, 
according to F. W. Gist, state and 
federal statistician for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Conditions of the corn crop on 
July 1 were reported as 70 per cent 
of normal, which indicates a total 
production of 38,638,000 bushels, 
or an average of 12.5 bushels per 
aere. This compares with a total 
production last year of 29,501,000 
bushels, an average of 10.5 per 
acre, 


Peanut Acreage Is 
Greatly Increased 


A heavy increase in the acreage 
in Alabama planted to peanuts is 
reported, amounting to 30 per cent 
over 1930, reports F. W. Gist, 
statistician of the Department of 
Agriculture. This brings the acre- 
age planted alone to 360,000 com- 
pared with 277,000 last year. 

Condition of peanuts on July 1 
was 69 per cent of normal, indi- 
cating a yield of about 20 bushels 


per acre. Usually about 80 per| 


The Alabama acreage planted 
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April while production for the en- 
tire country showed a decline of 
1.5 per cent. 

The Alabama Heonomie Review, 
published at Auburn, shows that 
national advertising linage carried 
by ten Alabama newspapers dur- 
ing May was 8.9 per cent larger 
than the April linage. 

Farm real estate in Alabama has 
suffered a heavy drop in value, but 
it is still 29 per cent above pre- 
war level, according to the Alaba- 
ma Eeonomie Review, published 
by the Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute at Auburn. For the country 
as a whole the value is 6 points 
above pre-war level, 

Prices of agricultural products 
dropped sharply from April 15 to 
May 15 of this year, the index at 
the latter date. being 5 points be- 
low that of April 15. Since then 
further declines have been report- 
ed. Wheat recently hit a new low 
price level.

MONTGOMERY, July 26.—The 
1931 Legislature adjourned sine 
die at 3:45 a.m, Sunday, following 
one of the stormiest fights ever 
staged at the capitol, with the fol- 
Towing revenue legislation finally 
enacted: 

1. An amendment to the con- 
stitution to be voted on in Novem- 
ber, authorizing the state to levy 
and collect an income tax and also 
providing that all of the state’s ad 
valorem taxes will be lifted at the 
beginning of the fiscal year of 
1932-338. 

2. A gasoline tax inerease of 
one cent, to continue in effect for 
four years, with the entire pro- 
ceeds of the tax during the first 
year going to the state for the 
needs of the -Highway Department, 
and for the succeeding three years 
the revenue to be divided equally 
among the 67 counties. 

38. An amendment to the con- 
stitution, authorizing the issuance 
of $25,000,000 highway bonds, to 
be financed by another permanent 
one cent gasoline tax, 

4. A constitutional amendment 
enabling the state to issue interest- 
bearing warrants up to $15,000,- 
000 for the purpose of liquidating 
the state’s floating debt. 

The four measures succeeded in 
passage early Sunday morning af- 
ter a threatened filibuster, which 
would have prevented ~enactment 
of the four proposals, was finally 
abandoned, If the filibuster had 
not been dropped voluntarily by 
Senator Hildreth, the Legislature 
would have automatically ceased 
to function two minutes later and 
the measures would have gone 
down in defeat. 

Difficult as the fight was in fin- 
ally putting over the measures in 
the Legislature, particularly in the 

Senate where a bloe of 21 mem- 
bers held forth until the last day 
only to yield unexpectedly to an 
eleventh hour rally staged by ad- 
ministration faces still another ob- 
stacle before the program goes in- 
to effect. 

Three of the four measures are 
constitutional amendments and 
must be ratified by the people of 
Alabama in November. The fourth, 
the “exice” gasoline tax, although 
a statutory enactment, also will de- 
pend largely upon the will of the 
people as its constitutionality has 
been questioned and for this rea- 
son, a clause validating the tax was 
inserted in the highway bond is- 
sue. If the people approve the 
bond issue they also will be vali- 
‘dating the special gasoline tax 
which passed in the Legislature af- 
ter the required forty-fifth day 
deadline set for revenue measures. 

The income tax amendment pro- 
vides limits similar to the govern- 
ment’s levy, the tax ranging from 
1 to 10 per cent on incomes, with 
$1,500 exemption for single and 
$38,500 for married persons. Other 
exemptions in the state tax are sim- 
ilar to the federal government law. 

If the people ratify this amend- 
ment in November, the Legislature 


will be called back and will pass] $ 


an enabling act. The new law will 
then go into effect. 
After the tax year ending Sep- 


tember 30, 1932, the state’s ad 
valorem tax, amounting to 6% 


mills, will be lifted. 

Inasmuch as the rate and exemp- 
tions of the state’s income tax will 
not be greater than the United 
States tax, the state will receive 
no more out of the tax than the 
national government. Last year "s 
United States income tax receipts 
in Alabama were $5,866,000. Ad 
valorem taxes collected by the state 
for the same year were $7,689,273, 

Thus, it is indicated that two 
‘years after ratification of the in- 
come tax amendment, the state will 
lose about $2,000,000 in tax re- 
ceipts, due to substitution of the 
income tax for the ad valorem tax. 

Gov. Miller’s administration, 
however, during the first two years 
will have both income tax and the 
ad valorem levy in operation, if 
the amendment is ratified, and if 
even the receipts of the income 
tax during these two years are 
similar to the government’s re- 
ceipts last year, the administration 
stands to gain $11,782,000 in ad- 
ded tax receipts for the first two 
years. For the last two years, how- 
ever, his tax receipts stand to 
drop approximately $4,000,000 be-

The income tax amendment is 
tied to the debt finance measure 
and must be ratified jointly at the 
polls. in November. The latter 
measure provides for issuance of 
interest bearing 20-year warrants, 
the interest to be paid out of re- 
ceipts of the income tax, with 
which to pay off the deficit. 

The highway bond issue amend- 
pent authorizes the state to issue 
25,000,000 additional road bonds. 
In addition to the permanent one- 
cent tax which the amendment 
levies, for the creation of an in- 
terest and sinking’ fund to retire 
The securities, and the clause vali- 
dating the temporary one-cent tax, 
the measure has a number of safe- 
guards. The most important ones 
would prevent the state from us- 
ing any of the money from the new 
bond issue for payment of past 
obligations of the Highway De- 
partment, would prevent the state 
from using this money to buy ad- 
ditional road building machinery, 
would prevent the money from he- 
ing used only for construction of 
new projects and for ‘‘emergency” 
repairs. Each county, under the 
amendment, would receive at least 
$275,000 of the road bond money 
for projects in the respective coun- 
ties and a part of the state high- 
way system. 

As finally passed, the emergency 
one-cent gasoline tax will cease, 


four years after its enactment, Pro-| Sis 


ceeds of this tax for the first year, 
amounting approximately to $1.- 
750,000, wili go to the Highway 
Department for road needs. There- 
after the counties will receive an 
equal share of the tax, an amount 
estimated at $25,000 a month, to 
be devoted to maintaining county 
and lateral roads.

Following 18 meetings of pea- 
nut growers in 10 counties of Ala 
bama and Florida, G. W. Ray, ex- 
tension marketing specialist, re- 
ports that the Alabama-Florida Co 
operative Peanut Association is 
growing in strength and member- 
ship. 

More than 1,500 growers living 
in these counties, which produce 
most of the peanuts grown in Ala- 
bama and Florida, attended the 
meetings and heard leading farm- 
ers; Dr. W. C. Braswell, president 
of the peanut co-op; county agents, 
and A, B. Gibson, representative 
of the Federal Farm Board, ex: 
plain the aims and purposes of the 
new organization. 

At the meetings 
signed marketing 
many more are 
between now and harvest time. 

“Growers have indicated their 
willingness to associate themselve 
with this movement which is plan- 
ned to improve the peanut industry 
as a whole, and marketing in par- 
ticular,” said Mr, Ray. “They he- 
lieve that most any change would 
result in an improvement over the 
present uneconomic and uncertain 
method of peanut merchandising. 
Plans for proper weighing, gral- 
ing, storing, financing, shelling and 
selling are being made as rapidly 
as possible, and the organization 
expects to be ready to render ex- 
cellent service by the time it is 
needed.” 

“The 10 meetings were held in 
Covington, Coffee, Henry, Geneva, 
Houston, Crenshaw, Dale, Pike and 
Barbour Counties of Alabama, and 
Jackson County of Florida. 

Growers who desire to cooperate 
in this movement should confer 
with their county farm bureau 
where marketing contracts can he 
found, Dr. Braswell said. “It is 
hoped that we will have 1,500 
members and 10,000 tons of pea- 
nuts under contract when the shell- 
ing season opens,” he added. 

The association was launched 
April 17 at Dothan and is sponsor- 
ed by the Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation.

They 
are good for every form of animal 
life on the farm, including folks, 
and they are good and better to 
all alike. Did you ever try feed- 
ing a few potatoes to your mules? 
Well, if you have not, I would sug- 
gest that you try it for once. Mules 
are crazy about good sweet pota- 
toes. A baked potato is about the 
best thing you can feed a young 
chicken that you expect to eat in 
a few weeks. If you happen to 
have about 100 bushels left over 
in the spring, you can take about 
$50.00 away from some good mer- 
chant for them. I hope you all 
make a lot of potatoes and can 
then sell them for a good price.

Had you thought about the free 
crops this year? We had more 
huckleberries than we ever had he- 
fore, and then had a good black- 
berry crop to follow. As a rule 
we do not have both crops the same 
year. Then we had a lot of plums 
and now comes the figs and peach- 
es. I believe there are more peach- 
es this year than ever before. I 
am sure that we never did have 
as many figs before as we have 
this year. Do you and your folks 
like fie preserves? T’ll bet that 
you do and most everybody else 
likes them when they can get them. 
Did you ever know of a family 
having too many fig preserves? No, 
T can tell you right now, there is 
no such man in this country. Ev- 
ery person in Coffee County should 
have all the fig preserves he wants 
all this winter and he can have 
them if he will only-try. We are 
foolish to allow a single one of 
them to waste if we can save them, 
Figs are not only good to eat, but 
they are good for your system. 
There is nothing better for you 
than figs. It is a shame for us to 
have so much and yet we have 
families who do not have such 
things as they need during the win- 
ter months, It is our duty to save 
all we can and then help the other 
man save all he can. This should 
be a land of plenty.

A little 
work on rainy days would greatly 
increase his berry yield. There is 
more money in picking berries than 
there is in growing cotton and if 
that is so, I do not see why it 
would not pay us to give just a 
little time to our wild berries. An- 
other thing that would be wise to 
do is to plough paths through our 
berry patches. If you will do this 
the fire should not burn many of 
them if fire got out. There is noth- 
ing that I like better than I do 
good old huckleberry pie and I be- 
lieve the bushes are worth protect- 
ing. Do you know how large one 
of these bushes will grow? I can 
tell you that they will grow large 
enough for a man to climb up in 
them. Our trouble is, we allow the 
fire to destroy them before they 
get old enough to be very large. J 
hope we will not allow fire to de- 
stroy another huckleberry bush in 
Coffee County.
